Based 
upon the suspicious nature of the baggage itself and upon completion of the

Based upon information furnished by the Dallas Office to the 
San Francisco Office, it appeared that this paraphernalia could be used 
for various illegal purposes. The San Francisco Office was alerted and 
through arrangements made by the San Francisco Office with American 
Airlines, the baggage was properly covered awaiting the arrival of its 
claimant. Through our sources in San Francisco we were present at the 
time the claimant presented himself-and asked for his baggage. This was 
done in a pre-arranged area suitable for interview, ‘on June 6, 1960. 
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The claimant gave the name of Hatch: ‘He declined to ‘discuss 
the contents of the baggage with the Agents and refusing to talk, proceeded 
to leave the room in which the contact was made. One of the Agents in 
ithe room attempted to temporarily restrain him by placing his hand on the 
subject, and the subject continued to walk through the door with the Agent 
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Memora - to Mr. Parsons 


pursuing, andixnt: 4 ion -he door was slammed on the Agent's hand. 

The subject, however, was immediately detained and in view of the circum ~ 
stances of the luggage and the possible passport violation, plus the fact 

that he did not have a Selective Service card, nor did he in any way 

attempt to adequately explain the circumstances under which he possessed 
this material, the facts were immediately discussed with the U. S, Attorney. 
The Assistant U. S. Attorney indicated that.the circumstances were such 
that he thought the individual should be detained on the basis of not having a 
Selective Service card and a further check should be made to establish his 
true identity, which was accomplished on June 7 as follows. 


Subject's fingerprints were taken and the Identification Division 
identified him as the individual who was ‘the subject of numerous file 
references disclosing that he was wanted in connection with questioning 
in reference to the above Registration Act activities, on June 7, 1960, 


Prosecution in this case is being. pursued on the basis of a passport 
and visa violation. This has been authorized and filed today based upon the 
recommendation of the State Department and pursuant to the approval of the 
U. S. Attorney at San Francisco. The subject will be held on the basis of 
the passport violation for further Federal action. 

SAC Auerbach called the Bureau on 6-7 -60 upon the subject being 
identified and pointed out that, in‘view of the technical nature of the Selective 
Service charge on which Yockey was being held, and the equally technical 
nature of a charge of Assaulting 2 Federal Officer, raised a question as to 
whether it would not appear to be desirable ‘for the State Department to 
proceed with the presentation of the-passport violation. He was advised 

that this matter should be resolved:immediately. : Auerbach was advised that, 
in connection with the Registration Act case, the purpose was to determine 
whether or not he had been engaged in activities for Germans, in violation

HATCH stated that the Agents could look 
through the suitcase. When one of the partitions of the suit- 
case was opened in his presence by SA LEONARD, it was noted 
that there were items lying on the top of clothes which 
appeared to be documents of some type. HATCH expressed 
surprise that such articles could be in his suitcase, 


HATCH was then asked if he had any means 
of identification on his person. He asked if he was under 
arrest and he was told that he was not. He stated that he 
Would gladiy identify himself and show the objects in his 
possession with the exception of some photographs which he 
considered personal matters and would rather not display. 

He produced the following items: 


(1) A bank statement from the National 
Bank of Commerce, New Orleans, Louisiana, in the name of 
RICHARD HATCH. This showed a deposit January 25, 1960, in 
the amount of $1,003.37. On February 8, 1960, a withdrawal

465 Bellevue Avenue, Oakland, California, in Apartment 23, 
the interview of RICHARD HATCH had been completed by SAs 
ROBERT M. LEONARD, ALFRED C. MILLER and KEITH G. TEETER. 
Also present during this interview and during the events 
now related was ALEXANDER SCHARF, the occupant of this 
particular apartment. : 


HATCH was standing near the end of 
the sofa and near the door leading from the living room to 
the kitchen. 8A LEONARD was standing approximately four 
to five feet away from HATCH in the center of the Living 
room in a line with the kitchen door and the hall door. 


SA LEONARD noticed HATCH was moving 
toward the door leading to the kitchen and asked him if he 
did not wish to sit down, but he said no that he would 
rather stand. He @uddenly made a quick move toward the 
back door of the kitchen. At this point the kitchen is 
approximately eight feet wide from the door leading into 
the living room to the door leading on to the back porch 
of the apartment building. A table was between the two 
doors butted up against the wall of the kitchen to the left 
as one faced the rear door of the kitchen. As HATCH started 
across the kitchen and reached for the rear door, SA LEONARD 
seized his left coat sleeve and wrist with the Special 
Agent's right hand.

At the time of YOCKEY's arrest at the apartment of 
ALEXANDER B, SCHARF in Oakland, California, on 6/6/60, SCHARF 
made available to SAs a leather, zipper briefcase belonging to 
YOCKEY, which was located in SCHARF's bedroom, Three photostat 
copies of the data contained in the briefcase have been made; 
one was forwarded to the Bureau as an enclosure to San Francisco 
Airtel dated 6/20/60, one was furnished to the United States 
State Department on 6/21/60, and one is being maintained in 

the file. 


Set forth hereafter is an itemized list of the 
material contained in the briefcase:

"Hand Oracle (Manual) and the Art of World Prudence." The book 
was printed in Germany in 1953 by Reclam, Stuttgart.

A summary of the United States Army medical record 
indicates YOCKEY stated that, “he should have been an officer 
4nstead of being made to scrub floors." United States Army 
Medical Corps records indicate Subject experienced delusions 
of persecution, feelings of superiority, threatened to 
commit suicide, and had auditory hallucinations while in the 
United States Army. 


Subject remained in Allen Hospital until January 25, 
1943, at which time he was released with a diagno 
"paranoid state - psychopathic personality."

RE: ESCAPE PLOT INVOLVING YOCKEY 


On June 13, 1960, the mother of JACK FAMBROUGH, 
a prisoner at the San Francisco County Jail, telephonically 
advised that her son wished to confidentially furnish in- 
formation to the FBI. 


JACK HAROLD FAMBROUGH was interviewed at the San 
Francisco County Jail Number 1 on June 13, 1960, by SAs WILLARD 
M, RUCH and WAYNE K, WELCH, FAMBROUGH, a Negro, age @l, 
residence - 616 39th Street, Apartment #83, Oakland, California, 
was arrested on June 6, 1960, in connection with the armed 
robbery of the Post Exchange of the Oakland Army Base, He 
was scheduled to be sentenced on June 14, 1960, in U. 8. 
District Court, San Francisco, 
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FAMBROUGH was recontacted at the jail during the 
evening of June 13, 1960, by SAs J, WAYNE PARRISH and WAYNE 
K, WELCH. He then furnished the following signed statement, 
setting forth the circumstances surrounding the planned 
escape: 


"I, Jack H, Fambrough, voluntarily make 
the following statement to J, Wayne Parrish and 
Wayne K, Welch who have identified themselves to 
me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. No threats or promises were made 
to induce me to make this statement. I have been 
advised that I need not make any statement and 
that any statement I do make can be used against 
me in a court of law. I have been advised that 
I am entitled to an attorney. 


"I am confined in a cell on the second 
tier of the San Francisco County Jail and Francis 
Yockey is confined on the first tier with a cell- 
mate named Peter ‘Arthur! Galladei, I am not sure 
of the exact spelling of his name, I have been 
acquainted with Galladei since his incarceration, 
and that Galladei introduced Yockey to me, We 
thereafter became friendly and I learned that Yockey 
was desperate to get out of jail. 


"Galledei advised Yockey regarding the 
possibility of breaking out of jail and mentioned 
the matter to me, We then entered into a scheme 
to escape from custody. Yockey advised that he 
had $2,300.00 which he gave his attorney, and 
that he would post $1,000.00 bail for Galladei 
on either June 13, 1960 or June 14, 1960, It 
was arranged that Galladei would then go to San 
Bruno, California, where he had access to two 
233 caliber snub-nose revolvers, a shotgun, and 
an automobile, 


"Galladei described the automobile as 
a 1957 pink and black Lincoln Premier, bearing 
Nevada license plates, numbers unknown, 
believe that the car was not registered in 
Galladei's name, but was merely a car Galladet 
could obtain, 
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"On Tuesday morning, June 14, 1960, I 
am scheduled to be taken from the County Jail to 
the U, S, District Court by the U, S, Marshal for 
sentencing, Yockey, according to the escape plan, 
will arrange during the U.S. Commissioner's 
hearing on June 13, 1960, to have the hearing 
continued until June 14, 1960, in order that 
Yoekey and I will be taken from the County Jail 
together by the U.S, Marshal on June 14, 1960, 
Galladel at the time of our departure from the 
jail, and while we - are walking to the van of 
the U.S, Marshal, will be waiting in the alley 
at the jail and will disarm the two U.S, Marshals, 
taking their guns and keys. He will then unlock 
me and Yockey, and we will flee in the Lincoln, 
I have told Yockey and Galledei that we will 
abandon the Lincoln in a garage and that I will 
arrange to steal or otherwise obtain another 
automobile with which we will drive to a hideout 
known to me, We will then hide for 30-60 days, I 
actually know of no such hideout and have merely 
led them along, 


"At the hideout Yockey will then assume 
command of the situation and will either include me 
and Galladei in on his passport racket, if we so 
desire; or if we wish, Yockey will furnish us with 
money and the necessary travel documents with 
which we may Jeave the U.S, at either San Antonio 
or Florida anc ?lee to Cuba, Yockey said he had left 
Cuba three or four months ago and was well con- 
nected with the Castro regime, 


"Yockey has mentioned connections in 
Florida and Argentina, but indicated he did not 
wish to divulge these connections until we were 
out of jail. I believe Yockey has a personal 
tbpug' regarding Nazism. I do not know whether he 
is alone in the passport operation or is involved 
with others, 


"Yockey has not indicated any pro-communist 
sympathies, but indicated he is tanti-everything, ! 
anti-U.S., anti-Negro, anti-Jewish, Yockey has 
an impression that I am a Cuban, 
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"Galladei did not know Yockey before 
Yookeyts incarceration and is not particularly 
sympathetic with Yockey, other than as a method 
of escaping from jail, After hearing Galladei's 
ideas about escaping from jail, and hearing 


‘Yoekey's desire to get out of jail, I actually 
‘planned the escape myself and Yockey and 


Galladei agreed with my plan. I planned tie 
escape on Saturday, June 11, 1960, and made it 


“known to the other two men at that time. I 


con¢eived the plan, in order that I could report 
the matter to the government and thereby cause 
trouble for Yockey, inasmuch as I did not like 
Yoekey and did not agree with Yockey's anti-U.5, 
philosophy, I felt that the government was 
obviously interested in determining the nature 
and extent of Yockey's activities and I felt the 
only way, in which the government could determine 
these activities, would be if Yockey was free 
and able to continue his activities and contacts 
under government surveillance, 


"Galladei in recent weeks has conceived 
several ideas about escape attempts, but none 
have been good, I do not really believe that 
Galladei was serious bout these escape ideas, 
Since Yockey has been a cellimate of Galladei, 
Yockey has 'poisoned! Galladei's mind, due to 
Galladei's gullibility. Yockey has been preach~ 
ing Fascist propaganda to Galladei and Galladeli 
seems somewhat receptive. 


"Yockey has never stated the reason for 
his presence on the West Coast. He mentioned that 
he had two daughters, and he observed that one of 
them is politically active along the lines of 
Yockey!s activities, The only other relative 
Yockey has mentioned is his sister, who visited 
him Saturday, June 11, 1960, 


In furtherance of the escape attempt, 
Yockey advised his attorney during the night of 
June 12, 1960, to bail Galladei out of jail 
today, June 13, 1960, The time that he was due 
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to be bailed out is not known to me, Galladei 
is scheduled to be sentenced on June 17, 1960, 
next Thursday, in U.S. District Court, San 
Francisco, 


"Yockey has indicated that he would not 
be capable of violent physical action in con- 
nection with the escape, and that the violence 
would be left to Galladei and me. In this 
connection, I tsnowed! Yockey by indicating I 
had a long criminal record, which is false, 
Yockey indicated that if anything went wrong 
with our plan prior to the escape attempt, he 
would attempt to gain access to the third tier 
of the jail and commit suicide by jumping. I 
feel that Yockey's strong desire to escape or 
commit suicide may be based upon his wish not to 
involve other members of the passport operation, 
Yockey said that if he had a pistol, subsequent 
to his escape, he would commit suicide before 
being reapprehended, Yockey has expressed a 
strong dislike for government agents, I told 
Galladei to give one gun to me during the escape 
and that Galladei should keep the second gun. 
Yockey said that he wanted to have a gun along 
after our escape in order that he could commit 
suicide, if necessary, 
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"Under the escape arrangement I am 
scheduled to be in charge of the operation until 
oo we reach the hideout, at which time Yockey will 
— assume command and thereafter provide the money 
a for our travel East, 


"Yockey has never indicated that he sold 
passports and did not infer that he was in the sale 
of passports, 


"$1,000.00 was to be given by Yockey for 
Galladeits bond and $200.00 was to be given 
Galladei for expenses, 
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"Yockey does not have a criminal mind 
and small details escape him, He is a brilliant 
person, but has no practical intelligence and I 
do not believe Yockey would get four feet out of 
the city in an escape attemtp by himself. 


"IT have read the above statement con- 
sisting of (4) four page_ in addition to this 
(5) fifth page, and I have signed each page, 
The statement is true to the best of my knowledge,

In addition to the data contained in the signed state-~ 
ment, FAMBROUGH furnished the following information to SAs 
WILLARD M, RUCH and WAYNE K. WELCH on June 13, 1960: 


FAMBROUGH said that he concluded from YOCKEY's con- 
versation that YOCKEYts anti-Semetic philosophies are only a 
front. 


YOCKEY indicated that he had been in San Antonio, 
Texas, immediately before his arrival in San Francisco, 


In connection with the passport activity of YOCKEY, 
FAMBROUGH observed that YOCKEY frequently referred to "our" 
operation or, as an example, "we" will do something, which 
indicated to FAMBROUGH that YOCKEY's use of the plural 
tense indicated to FAMBROUGH that YOCKEY was possibly 
associated with other persons in the passport matter, 
FAMPROUGH said he had expressed a desire to become associated 
with YOCKEY, rather than to flee alone, 


He said that YOCKEY had talked of connections with 
the Castro Government, and had named names which had been 
seen by FAMBROUGH in newspapers as being members of the 
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Castro Government, FAMBROUGH could not recall these names, 


FAMBROUGH said that YOCKEY appeared to be the 
type of person who would attempt to minimize his ability 
and importance, As an example, if he felt that he could 
obtain $50,000.00, he would state that he could probabl 
obtain $5,000.00, 


PHILLIP GALATI, according to FAMBROUGH, is a 2l1- 
year-old man of Italian descent, who apparently wants to be 
another AL CAPONE, He is a2 Federal prisoner on a forgery 
charge. 


YOCKEY, according to FAMBROUGH, is more interested 
in avoiding psychiatric treatment than he is in avoiding a 


criminal charge of passport fraud, judging from his conversation. 


YOCKEY has expressed a fear of being placed under a Jewish 
psychiatrist, He told FAMBROUGH that he was discharged from 
the United States Army in 1943 as a result of his efforts in 
"snowing" an Army psychiatrist into believing he was a psyco- 
path, YOCKEY indicated he maintained contact with this Army 
psychiatrist, whose name he did not mention, and FAMBROUGH 
expressed the belief that the psychiatrist may be politically 
Sympathetic to YOCKEY, 


YOCKEY indicated that the government's case, as it 
presently stands, is "nothing" compared to what the case would 
be in the event additional information was "dug up.” 


YOCKEY indicated that the list of names in the 
government's possession, which had belonged to YOCKEY, 
identifies YOCKEY's West Coast contacts, and that YOCKEY, 
therefore, cannot go to them for assistance but must obtain 
help from contacts in the East, 


FAMBROUGH indicated that he had no funds,in his 
conversation with YOCKEY, and that PHILLIP GALATI was also 
penniless, YOCKEY had not indicated that he possessed any 
money, other than the $2,300.00, YOCKEY inferred that he 
had contacts among Spanish persons in the San Francisco area, 
but he did not wish to contact them at this time, 


FAMBROUGH stated that he did not know whether YOCKEY 
was married, and that YOCKEY did not mention a wife or a local 
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girl friend. YOCKEY did state that two women, whom he did 
not identify, are completely in love with YOCKEY, but that 
they could not visit YOCKEY, YOCKEY said he did not trust 
GALATI, and indicated they would drop GALATI after their 
escape, FAMBROUGH said he did not trust YOCKEY, and he was 
sensible enough to believe YOCKEY did not trust him, 


. FAMBROUGH observed that YOCKEY believed that his 
cell was "bugged," and that YOCKEY whispered throughout 
the night, 


During YOCKEY's first day in jail, he spoke to 
practically everyone in the yard, but since that time had 
primarily talked with only GALATI and FAMBROUGH, FAMBROUGH 
observed that the men are allowed in the exercise yard from 
9:00 a.m, to 11:00 a.m., and from 1:00 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
daily, FAMBROUGH said he first met YOCKEY in the jail, 


GALATI, according to FAMBROUGH, lived in San Bruno, 
California, when incarcerated, and FAMBROUGH expressed the 
belief that GALATI would return to his apartment when released 
on bail, The apartment has apparently been maintained by an 
unidentified girl friend, 


GALATI had mentioned © girl named "CAROL" as his 
girl friend, but he did not know whether this girl was the 
one at GALATIts apartment, He expressed the belief that 
GALATI came to the West with. CAROL, and that GALATI indicated 
that CAROL "threw him over" when he was recently arrested, 


YOCKEY had tried to make FAMBROUGH believe that 
YOCKEY's source of money originated from the passport 
operation, but FAMBROUGH said he did not actually believe 
that this was true, He said he vaguely recalled a reference 
by YOCKEY to the Suez, but he could recall nothing specific 
at the time regarding the matter, ; 


YOCKEY had made no specific reference to names or 
addresses and, although FAMBROUGH had tried to "pin him down,” 
YOCKEY would not divulge any details, FAMBROUGH indicated 
to YOCKEY that he needed assurance that YOCKEY would carry out 
his part of their agreement, 
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On June 13, 1960, PHILLIP GALATI telephonically 
contacted the San Francisco Office and requested that he 
be contacted for interview by SA JOHN F, HAMAKER, JR. 


On June 13, 1960, GALATI was interviewed at the San 
Francisco County Jail Number 1 by SAs J, WAYNE PARRISH and 
JOHN F, HAMAKER, JR. 


< GALATI volunteered at the beginning of the interview 
that his intention was to furnish information concerning an 

: alleged escape attempt in which he was supposed to participate 
with his cellmate, FRANCIS YOCKEY, 


GALATI was immediately advised that he did not have 
to make any statement; that any statement he did make could 
be used against him in a court of law, and that he had a 
right to consult an attorney. 


GALATI advised, in answer, that he was having no 
part of such a conspiracy; that he merely strung along with 

wer—4 YOCKEY because of a desire to furnish information regarding 

YOCKEY, which might be of interest to the Federal Bureau of 

: Investigation, and because of his personal dislike for YOCKEY, 
ee. inasmuch as YOCKEY was obviously anti-American, anti-Semetic, 
} af and constantly attempted to propagandize GALATI with Fascist 
oc ideas. 


GALATI furnished the following details of the alleged 
escape attempt: 


YOCKEY had allegedly given his attorney, IOBI (ph) 
money which IOBI was supposed to utilize for GALATI's bail. 
: If GALATI was to be released on bail, YOCKEY would then give 
od him the telephone number of one ROBERT MC GUIRE (ph), St, 
: Iouis, Missouri, and a message to furnish MC GUIRE, GALATI, 
after release on bail, which was supposed to have been June 
13, 1960, was to get two pistols and appear in the alleyway 
behind the County Jail on June 14, 1960, when YOCKEY was being 
transported to 2a U.S, Commissioner's hearing, GALATI was 
to disarm the Marshals, have them unlock YOCKEY's handcuffs, and 
give one pistol to YOCKEY, GALATI noted that he was supposed 
to have in his possession a shotgun, which he had in San 
Bruno, California, at the time of his arrest by local police, 


ee { 
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If things did not go well he was supposed to "hold court" on 
ee right there with the shotgun, and turn it 
on ‘ 


GALATI was to provide the car, supposedly a black 
and pink 1957 Lincoln, to which he did not, in fact, have 
access, 


If the escape was successful, YOCKEY was to take 
GALATI along with him to participate in whatever sort of 
racket YOCKEY had, 


GALATI advised that YOCKEY spoke of going to Cuba 
and claimed to have been there in the recent past, stating 
that he had attempted to see FIDEL CASTRO but had only gotten 
as far as one of CASTROts secretaries, 


GALATI advised that YOCKEY was placed in his cell 
on Saturday, June 11, 1960, and that after YOCKEY was in 
the jail a short time he made contact with other prisoners in 
order to find out about GALATI's background, offense, and 
previous criminal record; and, after apparently being satisified 
that GALATI was a"bad enough" criminal, began to confide in 
him, 


With regard to YOCKEY's desire to have the shotgun 
turned on him, if the escape did not go well, GALATI stated 
that he did not know whether or not YOCKEY was serious 
about this desire, 


GALATI stated that he believed YOCKEY to be "nuts", 
but he reserved final judgment because YOCKEY did appear to be 
smart and clever, GALATI advised that YOCKEY continually 
talked about Fascism, Mussolini, and Hitler, and noted that 
one of the humorous incidents, which occurred, was that YOCKEY 
wanted GALATI to sing the song,"Sink the Bismark," with him; 
however, he made him omit the last portion of the song because 
"“thatts where it gets sunk," and wanted to hear the part 
which particularly related to the Bismark's sinking the "Hood, " 


It is noted that throughout the interview GALATI 
made no reference to any other prisoner being involved in 
this alleged escape and, when asked if he would furnish the 
information in a signed statement, he said that he would not do 
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so, pointing out that he was furnishing the information, re- 
garding YOCKEY, solely because he differentiated between 
YOCKEY and any prisoner in jail for an ordinary criminal 
offense, GALATI commented that he furnished the information 
out of a sense of loyalty to the United States, and again 
pointed out that he would not "squeal" on another prisoner 
in jail who was in for an ordinary criminal offense, 


No indication was given to GALATI to the effect that 
the Special Agents were aware of the involvement of JACK 
H, FAMBROUGH in the alleged escape plot, 


GALATI advised that in the event he were bailed out 
by YOCKEY's attorney, he would immediately contact the San 
Francisco Headquarters Office of the Federal Bureau of Investi-~ 
gation, and would follow any instructions he was given. 


GALATI was asked if he would testify to the informa- 
tion which he furnished, and he stated that he did not care to 
do this at the time, but commented that he would think about it, 
feeling he probably would if it were absolutely necessary, 


On June 13, 1960, JAMES F, EAGAN, Deputy U, 8S. Marshal, 
San Francisco, and Captain FRANK HEUGLE, San Francisco County 
Jail #1, were advised of the alleged escape plot and suicidal 
tendencies of YOCKEY by SA WILLARD M, RUCH, Similar informa- 
tion was furnished on the same date by SA RUCH to DANIEL 
QUINLAN, Captain of Inspectors, San Francisco Police Department, 
and Iieutenant DONALD SCOTT, General Works Detail, San 
Francisco Police Department, Assistant United States Attorney 
WILLIAM P, CLANCY, JR., San Francisco, was advised of the 
escape plot and suicidal tendencies of YOCKEY by SA WAYNE K, 
WELCH on June 13, 1960, 


DEATH OF YOCKEY 


At 8:12 a.m,, June 17, 1960, Deputy U.S, Marshal 
JAMES F, EAGAN advised the San Francisco Office of the FBI 
that YOCKEY was found dead in his cell at the San Francisco 
County Jail #1 on the morning of June 17, 1960. A coffee 
wagon at the jail had been taken to various cells during 
the morning hours and, at 7:25 a.m., YOCKEY'ts celimate, 
ADAM NIEMAN, attempted to arouse YOCKEY but was urisuccessful, 
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The jailer, who conducted a preliminary examination, concluded 
that YOCKEY was dead, The following handwritten note, pre- 
pared in pencil on a 4 x 5 inch serap of jail notebook paper, 
Lp aaa ed found in a folded blanket under YOCKEY's 

ead: 
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"I shall write no messages which I know 
will never be delivered ~ only this, which 
will be: 


"You will never discover who helped me, 
for he is to be found in your own 
multitudinous ranks, at least outwardly." 


A preliminary examination by the San Francisco County 
Coroner's Office reflected that YOCKEY's lips were in a de- 
hydrated condition, and the possibility of a poisonous sub- 
stance was indicated by the presence of a white substance of 
an unknown composition that appeared in the area of the outer 
mouth and lips, 


The Coronerts Office advised at 2:50 p.m., June 17, 
1960, that the examining toxicologist found a very minute 
amount of cyanide in YOCKEY's stomach, which was determined to 
be the cause of death, 


RESULTS OF FBI LABORATORY EXAMINATION 


A straight pin contained in a glass vile located in 
a cloth-lined container was found in YOCKEY's suitcase at the

"Yockey first came to our attention in 
June of 1950, when he was one of the speakers at 
two meetings of Gerald Smith's Christian National- 
ist Party, held in St. Louis. Subsequently, Drew 
Pearson and The Reporter magazine in March and 
April of 1954 publicly identified Yocekey (under his 
alias of Ulick Varange) as an associate of Frederick 
Charles Weiss of New York and H, Keith Thompson, 
both active at that time in the neo-Nazi movement 
here. The point of both the Pearson column, which 
appeared in the Washington Post of March 31, 1954 
and The Reporter article (issue of April 13, 1954) 
was that neo-Nazi elements both here and in 
Germany were corroborating with pro-Communist_.

"After he came to our attention in connection 
with the Gerald Smith and Weiss activities, there 
were reports that Yockey had left the country and 
was in Germany, This information was reliable and 
it was subsequently learned that Yockey-Varange

"At this time we learned tht the F,B.I.

This task took him six months. Incredibly, in spite 
of the vast learning the book displays, be did not need 
to use any references while writing it! 

Imperium is a book which will live a thousand years,

YOCKEY MUST BE DESTROYED 
From the moment of publication of this book, his 
doom was sealed. For it must have become apparent to 
international Jewry at that time that Yockey had to be 
destroyed and his book suppressed at all costs. The file 
in the ADL labelled “Yockey” was now stamped 
“Priority!” 
After a disappointing trip to the U.S., Yockey re- 
' tured to Europe in 1951. This was when he wrote to 


“~sin American: "I can’t take it any longer. People are so- 


dumb and our own patriots are so divided and can't 
grasp the danger we are in.” 


By now, the federal government had been impressed 


into the service of the ADL and it began systematic, 
world-wide persecution of Yockey. This finally became 
unbearable; Yockey dropped completely out of sight.

Five years ago Francis Parker yockss was murdered by the 
Marxist enemies of our country the distorters of our Western 
Civilization, This brilliant philosopher gave the answer to the 
cause of his murder "My Enemies have Evaluated Me Better Than My 


Friends," 


Having served in the armed services of our country during 
the Second World War (to make the world safe for international 
communism, distortion, and destruction of the culture of the West), 
Mr, Yockey was with the "War Crimes Tribunal."

Mr. DICKINSON. Mr. Speaker, last. 
week Alabama witnessed the climax *- 
weeks of civil rights activities in m, 
State. It was a week which brought wt- 
erally thousands of men and women of 
many races, colors, and creeds to par- 
ticipate in what has been widely con- 
sidered as a kind of holy crusade for 
human rights. During this period there 
were ecores of confrontations between 
demonstrators and law enforcement 
agencles—resulting in many arrests. 
There was discord, there was violence, 
there was death, all of which we de- 
plore. From al! of this « completely 
distorted picture of the Btate of Ala- 
bamsa has been painted. It is « picture 
of a place peopied by vicious, racist 
bigots whose only joy is found in the 
suppression of the Negro race; in the de- 
nial of the Negro’s right to vote and to 
Participate as a first-class citizen of his 
State and his Nation; a place where the 
Negro’s search for simple human dignity 
must go forever unrewarded: a place 
where the Negro must live out his days 
in constant terror of police brutality 
and bombe that explode in the night.

A second group are the do-gooders—

to both the full facts and how those 
whom they seek to help can best be 
helped, come and ‘partictpate in the 
marches, demonstrations and even seri- 
ous civil disturbances. Group, for 
the most part are serious, sincere, edu- 
cated people such as the clergy, nuns, 
teachers and other professional people. 
While their purpose may be noble, to a 
large extent they defeat their own aims 
because they worsen the condition they 
seek to improve. Let me hasten to add, 
however, that not all men who profess 
to be men of God and who don the cleri- 
cal garb participate for altruistic reasons. 
Many are the type Jesus had in mind 
when he said: 

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as the hypocrites are: Por they love to pray 
@ending in the synagogues and in the cor- 
mers of the streets, that they may be seen 
of men.

These two groups, however, make up 
only a small part of the total effort. 
Both of these 
victimized 


the standard of civil rights because this 
clothes them with « morality and a pur- 
pose which they otherwise lack. The 
act is that they are recruited to be full~ 
time demonstrators. They are promised 
$10 per day, free room and board and all 
of the sex they want from opposite mem- 
bers of either race. Free love among this 
Group is not only condoned: it ig en- 
couraged. It is a fact and their way of 
life. Only by the ultimate sex act with 
one of another color-can they demon- 
strate they have no prejudice. 

Dolexaggerate? The pamphlet I have 
read at the beginning of my talk was dis- 
tributed among the marchers from Selma 
to Montgomery. Drunkenness and sex 
orgies were the order of the day in Selma, 
on the road to Montgomery, and in 
Montgomery. There were many-—not 
just a few—instances of sexual inter- 
course in public between Negro and 
white. News reporters saw this—law en- 
forcement officials saw this, and Mr. 
Speaker, photographs were taken of this, 
I am told. I have not seen the actual 
photographs, but they are being proc- 
essed and compiled. 

Negro and white freedom marchers in- 
vaded a Negro church in Montgomery 
and engaged in an all-night session of 
debauchery within the church Mself. 
The leadership of the church had to get 
help to have these freedom marchers 
out of their church and even had to have 
the telephone disconnected because of 
the long-distance calls. Urinating in the 
mreet was not uncommon during dem- 
onstrations and more than one of these 
freedom marchers was arrested for in- 
decent exposure in a public place. 

Has anyone stopped to ask what sort 
of people can leave home, family and 
job—if they have one—and live indefi- 


Selma and Mont- 
gomery lttered with whisky bottles, 
beer cans, and used contraceptives. I 
am prepared to prove these facts. 

If you wonder why the Reverend Nor- 
man C. Yuresdell, of Wubz...e, lows, 
Rabbi Richard Rubenstein, chaplain of 
the University of Pitteburgh, and many 
other ministers and religious leaders left 
the so-called freedom march tn disgust, 
this is the reason. 
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Who then, is the one or group that 
guts these groups together—that gives 
& cohesiveness, strength, money, and di- 
rection? Who or what can weld this 
diverse group together tnto a formidable 
force that can—and has—overcome? 
The answer is this: the Communist 
Party. . 

There are those that make a living 
out of seeing a Communist behind every 
bush or tree—or some Communist con- 
spiracy or pilot in every action of the 
State Department or foreign diplomacy. 
Let me assure you that such is not the 
case With me. I have not wanted to 
delieve it—but I have been convinced. 
There are some in the Congress that 
do not want to believe tt—and will not 
listen to the facts.

I was later impressed with the evident 
truth of this statement when a vote of 
the Congress was taken to give or deny 
an appropriation to the House Un- 
American Activites Committee.

Snick was cosponsor, along with Mar- 
tin Luther King’s Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference of the Montgom- 
ery march. Bayard Rustin, by his own 
admission in the Saturday Evening Post, 
was a Communist Party organizer for 12 
years. 

Fifth. And what about the king him- 
self—King Martin Luther. The only 
man in America that can announce when 
he will see the President—and it becomes 
a fact. Martin Luther King himself has 
amassed the staggering total of more 
than 60 Communist-front affiliations 
since 1955. In spite of which Dr. King 
has been quoted as saying last summer in 
Greenwood, Miss., that “there are no 
more Communists in the Mississippi sum- 
mer project than there are Eskimos in 
Florids.”

He reportedly 
stated his goal was to unite all Fascists in the world. Our investigation to 
determine his whereabouts and activities disclosed that he was the author of 
several publications described as Fascist and that he had attended Fascist 
organization meetings in the United States. ae a S 
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In reply to your letter of April 17th, the FBI, as a 
strictly investigative agency of the Federal Government, does not 
have the responsibility of preparing a list such as you described 
and has no such list for distribution. It is the function of the Attor- 
ney General to cite those organizations designated under Executive 
Order 10450.
